Council investigates 
claim Burscough FC 
‘broke planning laws’ 
at new stadium 
development site

BURSCOUGH FC supporters and local residents 
claim the club has “breached planning laws” at 
the construction site of their new stadium. 

The Linnets have approval to build a new ground, 
with plans to construct 52 houses on their existing 
football pitch at Victoria Park. 

However, a condition of the planning permission 
is that the new ground must be completed before 
work starts on the housing development. 

Burscough Independent Supporters Association 
believe this clause has been breached after several 
passers-by claimed that preliminary work on the 
houses has started. 

On top of this, MP Rosie Cooper claims four fur- 
ther planning conditions have also been breached, 
including a traffic management, surface water and 
pollution prevention.

West Lancashire County Council told the Cham- 
pion they have been contacted by local residents, 
who have aired similar concerns, and the local 
authority say they will carry out a “full investiga- 
tion". 

A spokesperson said: ^We sympathise with the 
concerns that have been raised with us by local res-

idents and Burscough Independent Supporters 
Association and we are carrying out a full investiga- 
tion. Once that has been completed we will carry 
e any appropriate action we have the authority to 
take." 

MP Cooper claims some supporters and local res- 
idents “have been sceptical throughout about 
owner Martin Gilchrist’s motives and whether the 
club will end up with a ground at all.” 

She added: “Local residents are watching in dis- 
gust as their local ground is wrecked while the 
council appear not to take decisive action to ensure 
that no breaches have occurred or are occurring.

Mawdesley glass 
maker smashes 
fundraising target 


A GLASS maker from Mawdesley has 
smashed her fundraising target of £10,000, 
which will be donated to a homeless charity. 

Artisan Julie Langan has been selling fused 
glass rainbows and rainbow hearts during 
lockdown for Wigan-based charity The Brick. 
Julie glass workshop and gallery, at Cedar 
Farm Galleries in Mawdesley, sells bespoke 
glass artwork and giftware along with a 
range of glass-making courses. Julie initially 
launched her campaign to raise money for 
The Brick in April and set her target at 
£1,500 with a plan to create and sell 100 
glass rainbow pieces. 

The first batch sold within 24 hours and 
Julie made the decision to reopen her order 
book for a second phase of the campaign, 
which achieved over £6,000, in under four 
hours! 

Julie said: “This particular project meant so 
much to me as so many people are facing 
enormous uncertainty, and it is a great com- 
fort to know that The Brick is there to offer 
support, help and guidance. 
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Lancashire's bid to become UK City 
of Culture 2025 backed by council 


...but Skelmersdale Cllr 
believes West Lancs should 
be a bigger part of the plans

LANCASHIRE County Council has 
reaffirmed it's support to a bid for the 
whole county to be named the UK City of 
Culture in 2025. 

At a meeting of the council's cabinet, mem- 
bers agreed to make a £620,000 contribution 
towards the bid, its support team and pro- 
gramme development costs. 

However, local Skelmersdale Councillor 
John Fillis believes the plan needs a “radical 
review" and better dialogue with local bor- 
oughs. 

Previously the competition has only been 
contested by individual cities, but the Depart- 
ment of Culture Media and Sport has since 
indicated that a county-wide bid for Lan- 
cashire would be welcomed. 

It would bring together all the towns and cit- 
ies across the county, including West 
Lancashire, to form one virtual city.

Cllr Michael Green, cabinet member for eco- 
nomic development, environment and 
planning, said: “At a time of unprecedented 
change, progressing and winning this bid 
could form a key part of Lancashire's bounce- 
back from the Covid-19 crisis. 

“My Cabinet colleagues and I are supporting 
this bid, which aims to produce an ambitious 
and inclusive cultural programme to integrate 
the urban areas, the coast and the countryside 
as a virtual city of 1.5 million inhabitants. This 
would connect the identities of Lancashire to 
reshape a better, creative and more sustainable 
way of living. 

“Tt would help to drive cultural, social and 


digital skills development programmes, attract 
additional investment and visitors to our 
county, and raise the profile of Lancashire at a 
national and international level.” 

The UK City of Culture title was created fol- 
lowing the success of Glasgow and Liverpool 
as European Capitals of Culture in 1990 and 
2008 respectively. 

At present, three other cities have indicated 
their intention to bid in 2025, they are Brad- 
ford, Medway and Southampton. 

Lancashire 2025 expects to present the initial 
application to the Department of Digital, Cul- 
ture, Media and Sport in April 2021. 

Cllr Fillis is against the plan is its current 
format and believes it needs a wider consulta- 
tion. 

He said: “West Lancashire has no clear social, 
physical or cultural links with Blackpool, Fylde 
and Wyre. Once again the Conservatives have 
just stuck West Lancashire hanging on the end 
as they have not got a clue about the culture or 
creativity of local people in West Lancashire 
and they care even less. We don’t want to be a 
part of some Punch and Judy show on ster- 
oids. 

“We do support the principles of such a bid 
but these proposal need a radical review and 
engagement with the boroughs and com- 
munities right across Lancashire.” 
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Energy firms given 
green light to start 
chasing unpaid bills 


ENERGY companies have been given the go-ahead 
to chase unpaid energy bills again. 

During lockdown, many households in West Lan- 
cashire took up the option of ‘payment-holidays’ 
from the likes of mortgages and energy bills. 

Energy companies were told to stop chasing 
unpaid bills during this time, but they have now 
been allowed to resume this process - although they 
have been warned not to be aggressive in their pur- 
suit. 

Bailiffs have also been banned from knocking on 
doors to collect other unpaid debts, such as parking 
fines or council tax, and this will remain in place 
until August 24. 

Ofgem chief executive Jonathan Brearley said: 
*We recognise that suppliers cannot extend unlim- 
ited credit to customers - nor is this in customers' 
interests overall - and we anticipate suppliers will 
begin to restart debt management activities that 
may have been paused during the immediate 
crisis." 

Meanwhile, energy companies have criticised pro- 
posals by the industry's regulator to cut customer's 
bills and spend more on green investments. 

Under Ofgem's plans, households could see their 
bills cut by £20 a year while firms spend £25bn in 
the next five years to invest in greener energy. 

It means that the return energy firms will be 
allowed to make from their investments will be 
nearly halved.

Two hospice charity 
shops to close due to 
lockdown strugeles 


Queenscourt stores in Ormskirk and Tarleton to be axed - 
but mobile ‘Donation Stations’ set-up to help fundraising

QUEENSCOURT will close two 
of their charity shops due to 
financial struggles brought on 
by the coronavirus pandemic. 

Last week, the Champion 
revealed that the pandemic had 
sent the Kew-based hospice’s 
income plunging to less than a 
third - at a time when they had to 
shell out more than ever before to 
equip staff with PPE equipment. 

They have suffered from a 66% 
reduction in legacies left in 
people's wills and 6896 fundrais- 
ing drop compared to 2019. 

Now the team at the hospice, 
which provides end of life care 
for patients from Southport, 
Formby and West Lancashire, 
have shared the ‘sorry’ news that 
their Ormskirk and  Tarleton 
stores will not be reopening at 
all. 

They confirmed that the South- 
port, Formby and Burscough 
stores will reopen. 

Sue Newth, Queenscourt's area 
retail manager, said: “We would 
like to thank all of our loyal cus- 
tomers, volunteers and staff at 
our Tarleton and Ormskirk shops 
who have made a huge contribu- 
tion to Queenscourt over the 
years. 

^We are all so sorry that the 
shops can't continue, but it is not 
possible to make the necessary 
changes to keep our customers 
safe on those premises.

“Our intention is to pursue 
opportunities for pop-up shops in 
both of these areas, but in the 
meantime we will be offering a 
mobile Donation Station facility 
for anyone who wishes to still 
donate items to Queenscourt in 
Ormskirk and Tarleton. 

“Further details will be available 
in due course via our website and 
social media.” 

Due to coronavirus measures, 
they are implementing a ‘phased 
re-opening’ of the stores in South- 
port, Formby and Burscough, 
which will all have revised open- 
ing hours of 10am-3pm from 
Tuesday to Saturday. 

The Churchtown store reopened 
on July 2, but it is not taking 
donations — but their Bispham 
Road shop in Churchtown 
reopened as a Donation Station 
instead of a store, taking items 
which can be properly quarant- 
ined before being sold.

Their Chapel Street store in 
Southport reopened on July 14; 
the Burscough shop will open on 
July 21 and the Formby shop will 
reopen in early August — but the 
Tarleton and Ormskirk shops 
‘cannot adequately meet the 
necessary safety requirements 
and still generate a profit. 

As well as store closures, key 
fundraising initiatives that would 
normally have taken place, 
including Make A Will month and 
Star Trekk, have had to be post- 
ponded. This also resulted in a 
significant loss of income for 
Queenscourt.

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Scrutiny committees for young 
people and education set to merge 


A PLAN to merge two scrutiny 
committees is set to be 
decided by Lancashire County 
Council this week. 

Councillors will be asked to 
consider merging the scrutiny 
committees responsible for 
services for young people and 
education into a single com- 
mittee. 

To ensure the same level of 
scrutiny, the committee would 
meet the same number of 
times a year as the two former 
committees combined.he 
move is being proposed 
because there is currently a 
significant overlap in the 
work of the two committees. 

Councillor Andrea Kay, 


chairman of the Children's 
Services Scrutiny Committee, 
said: “Merging the two com- 
mittees would ensure a more 
effective and co-ordinated 
scrutiny of these extremely 
important areas of council 
business without the current 
overlap. 

“While it is important to be 
clear that effective scrutiny 
cannot be measured purely by 
the number of meetings held, 
to ensure there is the same 
opportunity for scrutiny the 
new committees would meet 
the same number of times in a 
year as the two former com- 
mittees combined together.” 

The new committee would 


have 22 members if council- 
lors support the proposal. 

These would include co- 
opted members representing 
parent governors from the 
primary and secondary sector, 
plus representatives from the 
Church of England, Roman 
Catholic Church and the 
Methodists. 

It is also suggested that the 
non-voting co-opted repres- 
entative from the Youth 
Council currently on the Chil- 
dren's Services Committee is 
retained. 

The final decision on the 
proposal will be made at the 
Full Council meeting tomor- 
row (Thursday, July 16). 
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‘Moss roads’ to be 
repaired as part 
of £15.9m fund

LANCASHIRE County Council has agreed a 
major package of road improvements after 
receiving an extra £15.9million from the 
Department for Transport. 

The extra funding has been received from the 
DfT's Infrastructure Investment Fund, which 
provides councils with opportunities to bid for 
funding for various transport priorities. 

As part of this pot of funding, a total of 
£547,000 will be spent on repairs to four 'moss 
roads' in West Lancashire. 

These rural roads present a particular main- 
tenance challenge as the peat they are built 
upon is prone to drying out over the summer, 
affecting the foundations of the road, which can 
then deteriorate further when moisture penet- 
rates any cracks and freezes during the winter. 

A total of £2.5m has been set aside for further 
repairs to bridges, retaining walls, and drainage 
systems which were damaged during storms 
Ciara and Dennis in February 2019. 

A further £1.95m will also be invested in 
repairs and replacements for streetlights, traffic 
signals and drainage systems. 

County Councillor Keith Iddon, cabinet mem- 
ber for highways and transport, said: “I'm very 
pleased that the strong evidence we have 
presented for the need for extra investment in 
these transport priorities has been recognised 
with the award of this significant extra fund- 
ing. 

“The investment in this scheme is also timely 
as it will allow us to carry out the full range of

repair and refurbishment work which is needed 
to the bridges in one go without having to spend 
extra on more minor work which would other- 
wise be needed in the interim to maintain their 
safety. 

“We have already committed £1.64m to repair 
storm damage which is a priority in the next 
year to prevent further deterioration, and we'll 
now be able to carry out more of the repairs 
which are needed to bring our infrastructure 
back into full working order. 

“The evidence shows that our recent focus on 
investing in the A, B and C roads which are so 
important to our daily lives has improved their 
overall condition, and I'm pleased this funding 
gives us the opportunity to prioritise repairs for 
some of our rural routes which receive less 
traffic but are just as vital to our rural eco- 
nomy.” 
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Residents urged to 
report potholes as 
repair work stepped 
up across county 


LANCASHIRE’S highway teams are 
predicted to fix around 36,000 
potholes this year, and are asking 
people to help by using a quick and 
easy system to report any they find 
online. 

Surveys show that the overall con- 
dition of Lancashire's roads is 
improving, with the council's road 
repair experts currently making the 
most of the warmer weather to 
resurface 175 miles of roads. 

At the same time, the wet and 
stormy winter has had an impact, 
and highways teams have been 
working hard to deal with more 
potholes than usual over recent 
months. Repair teams focused on 
responding only to safety critical 
defects during the early stages of 
the coronavirus lockdown, but 
most highway work has now 
resumed with social distancing and 
extra safety measures in place. 

Everyone can do their bit to help 
by providing accurate information 
about the location of potholes, and 
only reporting those that are big 
and deep enough to need to be 
repaired. 

Lancashire's pothole-fixing teams 
work hard all year round, with each 
team able to repair up to 20 holes a 
day, but could do an even better job 
if more people used the ‘Report It 
tool to provide good quality inform- 
ation when they find a pothole. 

County Councillor Keith Iddon, 
cabinet member for highways and 
transport, said: “Last winter wasn't 
particularly cold, but it was very 
wet, with storms Ciara and Dennis 
having a particular impact on our 
roads. 

“Consistent investment has led to 
a gradual improvement in the con- 
dition of our A, B and C roads in 
recent years, and to manage the 
impact of the winter and ensure 
this trend continues we're planning 
to spend around £26m on main- 
taining our 4,600 miles of roads 
and 5,300 miles of footways. 

*We dedicate significant 
resources to fixing potholes, and 
our repair teams, who spend all day 
repairing them, do a really good job 
in all weathers to keep our roads 
safe. 

*We're again asking people to

help us respond to potholes by tak- 
ing the time to provide accurate 
information when they report 
them, preferably by using the 
Report It function on our website. 

“This is a quick and easy process 
where people can pinpoint the 
pothole on a map, and provide an 
approximation of its size, as well as 
attach photographs. 

"This information allows us to 
quickly assess the risk it presents 
and decide how to prioritise it. 

“Without accurate information it 
can be difficult to identify the issue 
being reported which is time-con- 
suming for our highways teams, 
and potentially frustrating for who- 
ever has made the report." 

The county council continuously 
reviews its approach to maintain- 
ing the roads and this year will be 
recycling more asphalt than ever to 
reduce its impact on the environ- 
ment. 

The use of techniques which 
reheat the old material allowing it 
to be reused during the resurfacing 
process is being extended, which 
should see 19,000 tonnes of 
asphalt being diverted from land- 
fill, and 1,800 wagon journeys 
eliminated. 

Potholes on roads need to be 
40mm deep before the council will 
repair them, with potholes on pave- 
ments or road crossings only 
needing to be 25mm deep to help 
prevent trips and slips.

Community Action Fund

A COMMUNITY Action Fund has 
been launched to help organisations 
and that projects may need to be 
delivered differently during the 
coronavirus pandemic. 

It comes as 26 projects in Lan- 
cashire have been successful in 
gaining grants, with over £60,000 
going towards community organisa- 
tions who are helping make the 
county a safer and better place. 

It has been created by Lancashire 
Police and Crime Commissioner, 
Clive Grunshaw. 

With the funding reopening for 
applications, the Commissioner is 
keen to hear from groups who may be 
able to deliver schemes in innovative 
ways, mindful of the impact that 
COVID 19 has had, with social distan- 
cing likely to still be in place in some 
form for the foreseeable future. 


Applications will need to reference 
expected outcomes of projects and 
how these will be measured. 

Mr Grunshaw said: “The last few 
months have seen life here in Lan- 
cashire change, almost beyond 
recognition, for many people. We 
know that the work that my Com- 
munity Action Fund supports, 
helping deliver my ‘Police and Crime 
Plam priorities, is still something that 
is needed across the county. 

“As my fund relaunches, I would 
like to call on all those groups that 
support our neighbourhoods and 
help build more confident, vibrant 
communities, to apply for support to 
help deliver those projects that are 
often the glue that brings people 
together and keep people safe.”

AN ambulance service that 
receives a 999 call every 40 
seconds has improved the 
tracking system of its life-saving 
kit with help from a 
Skelmersdale software firm. 

East Midlands Ambulance Ser- 
vice (EMAS) operates 650 
emergency vehicles and each car- 
ries vital equipment such as 
defibrillators. 

Skelmersdale-based software firm CoreRFID 
upgraded the RFID system to operate under the 
Android-based platform, enabling EMAS to 
improve equipment monitoring, maintenance and 
compliance procedures. 

RFID is radio-frequency identification which uses 
electromagnetic fields to automatically identify and 
track tags attached to objects. 

Steve Farnworth, EMAS’ head of fleet services, 
said: “My team needs to be able to find kit and 
know it’s safe for patient use, having passed all 
compliance tests. We manage 650 vehicles across

six counties, each carrying sev- 
eral pieces of vital life-saving 
equipment. The RFID system 


- assists us in monitoring this 
equipment efficiently and 
effectively.” 


CoreRFID installed the ori- 
ginal RFID system five years 
ago, replacing a manual track- 
ing system. 

The RFID solution uses elec- 
tronic tags attached to each 
piece of kit which are scanned 
by special readers. 

These detect the tags from up to 2m away without 
needing a line of sight. The information, such as 
serial numbers, is then automatically downloaded 
to the EMAS’ database, which keeps the team 
updated on the kits’ last location and condition. 

Richard Harrison technical sales director at 
CoreRFID added: “RFID enables emergency service 
teams to accurately track and improve procedures 
with less resource needed than manual systems. 
While RFID is an established solution, emergency 
services can upgrade their systems to meet new 
challenges and take advantage of improved soft- 
ware and readers becoming available.”

MORE lockdown 
restrictions have been 
lifted to allow open- 
air gigs, festivals and 
theatre shows to 
resume. 

Beauticians, tattoo- 
ists, spas, tanning 
salons and other 
close-contact services 
have also been 
allowed to reopen, fol- 
lowing a government 
announcement on 
Thursday, July 11. 

It will come as a 
much-needed boost 
for companies and 
staff in these indus- 
tries after months of 
lockdown. 

However, not all 
forms of beauty treat- 
ment will be able to go 
ahead, as some are 
deemed too high risk. 
These include face 
waxing, sugaring or 
threading services, 
facial treatments, 
make-up application 
and eyebrow treat- 
ments. 

Further restrictions 
will be lifted in the 
coming weeks, with 
indoor gyms, swim- 
ming pools and sports 
facilities to reopen 
from July 25. 

Grassroots sport, 
including cricket and 
football, has also 
returned. 


TOURISM and hospitality 
businesses in West Lancashire have 
been given a much-needed boost 
after a raft of support measures 
were announced by the 
government. 

VAT will be cut for six months for all 
businesses in the hospitality, accom- 
modation and attractions industries, 
while members of the public will be 
urged to ‘Eat Out to Help Out’ with a 
new voucher scheme to encourage 
people to support local restaurants 
throughout August. 

The Chancellor, Rishi Sunak, 
announced the much-needed boost on 
Wednesday, July 8, as part of his Sum- 
mer Economic Update to kickstart the 
economy post-coronavirus. 

The measures will see VAT for hos- 
pitality, accommodation and 
attraction businesses cut from 20% to 
5% for six months. 

The move is designed to support the 
sectors which have been particularly 
hard hit by the coronavirus crisis, 
helping businesses to recover and 
boosting the number of jobs available 
across the country. 

The government will pay for up to 
50% of people’s meals out at restaur- 
ants, pubs and cafes on Mondays, 
Tuesdays and Wednesdays throughout 
August. 

The Eat Out to Help Out scheme will 
entitle everyone to a discount of up to 
50% on their meal, up to a maximum 
of £10 per person. Businesses can 
claim the money back from the gov-

ernment, which will be paid in five 
working days. 

Other measures which are designed 
to help businesses include: 

- Temporary removal of stamp duty 
on homes under £500,000 until the 
end of March 2021 to help the hous- 
ing market 

- New Kickstart Scheme to create 
new, fully-subsidised jobs for young 
people. 

- Upgrading the energy efficiency of 
homes across England through a new 
Green Homes Grant. 

The Government will provide £2bil- 
lion to allow people to apply for a 
voucher, to fund at least two-thirds of 
the cost of upgrading the energy per- 
formance of their homes - up to a 
maximum of £5,000. 

Low-income households will be eli- 
gible for up to 100 per cent of 
government funding, up to £10,000 

- A one-off £1000 payment to 
employers for every furloughed 
employee retained to the end of 
January 2021 
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Dog owners urged to

DOG owners in West Lancashire have been 
urged to control their pets around postal 
workers as part of ‘Dog Awareness Week’. 

There were nearly 2,500 dog attacks on 
Royal Mail’s postmen and women last year, 
including 27 in the local borough. 

Although the 2019/2020 figures represent 
a slight 2% dip, this still equates to around 
47 attacks every week across the UK, with 
some leading to a permanent and disabling 
injury. 

During Dog Awareness Week, which was 
held last week, Royal Mail is appealing to 
dog owners to ensure they understand the 
often devastating impact of attacks on postal 
workers and take proper measures to ensure 
their pets pose no threat. 

In the last year, more than 1,600 (78%) of 
dog attacks on postal workers happened at 
the front door, in the garden or in the street. 

They are appealing to all dog owners to

‘think twice’ when they open the door as the 
postman or postwoman calls.

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Pathways widened and 
cycling links improved 
to help social distancing

PATHWAY extensions and better cycling links 
have been introduced on roads in Ormskirk to 
help with social distancing. 

Lancashire County Council has brought in some 
temporary changes to roads to not only encourage 
locals keep a safe distance, but also encourage 
them to walk and cycle. 

The county council had been working closely 
with West Lancashire Borough Council to imple- 
ment the changes. 

County Councillor Keith Iddon, Lancashire 
County Council cabinet member for highways and 
transport, said: “Our focus is to create more room 
for pedestrians to prevent the spread of the virus, 
and make it easier to cycle due to the continuing 
restrictions on public transport. 

“Current advice is to avoid using public transport 
unless your journey is really necessary, so instead 
we're asking people to walk and cycle if they can. 

“These temporary measures will create more 
space for people to keep apart in the busiest areas 
of Ormskirk town centre, and make it easier for 
people to walk and cycle as an alternative to using 
public transport or driving. 

“They are part of our emergency response to help 
Lancashire control and recover from the 


A number of measures have created a better cyc- 
ling link between the town centre and Edge Hill 
University, and made more room for pedestrians on 
narrow pavements linking to the railway station. 

Moor Street was closed to vehicles where it meets 
St Helen's Road to extend the existing pedestrian- 
ised zone. 

This tied into a pop-up cycle lane on the east side 


Road works on Moor Street, which prompted 
some complaints from residents 
of St Helen's Road from Moor Street to the junction 
with Ruff Lane. Ruff Lane was closed to through- 
traffic at its junction with St Helens Road to reduce 
the number of vehicles using Ruff Lane, making it a 
quieter route which is better suited for cyclists. 

Councillor Ian Moran, leader of West Lancashire 
Borough Council, said: “The safety of people living 
and working in West Lancashire is really important 
and as well as working with Lancashire County 
Council we have taken further measures.” 

However, County Councillor for Ormskirk, Cllr 
Nikki Hennessy claims the changes have brought 
“chaos” to the roads. 

She claims many residents were unaware of the 
changes and some of the new layouts have made it 
more difficult to drive to local businesses. 

Cllr Hennessy said: “A resident contacted me 
about the chaos that the barriers, which were put 
in overnight without any consultation, were caus- 
ing. I went along to talk to the businesses that had 
been affected. 

“I spoke with LCC highway officers and the Cab- 
inet Member for Highways County Councillor Keith 
Iddon and suggested that they remove the barriers. 
They were very apologetic for the inconvenience 
caused and thankfully the barriers were removed.”

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Plan to tackle ‘major problem’ 
of supported housing vacancies

A NEW way of reviewing supported tenancies 
for people with additional needs has been 
agreed by Lancashire County Council. 

The policy, which aims to increase the occupancy 
in supported tenancies, is being introduced follow- 
ing an eight week consultation with tenants, their 
families, care providers and the public. 

Housing is provided by housing organisations. 
The care and support to tenants is delivered by care 
providers and commissioned by Lancashire County 
Council. 

When there are one or more long-term vacancies 
in households, it can cause problems for remaining 
tenants. They may have more support than they 
need, which impacts on their independence or they 
may feel lonely without housemates. They will also 
pay more for household bills than when the house 
was full.

County Clir Graham “Supported housing 
Gooch vacancies are a major 
problem. There are currently 160 properties with 
one or more vacancies, out of a total of 700 suppor- 
ted housing schemes. There are around 225 
vacancies in total. 

“We have a good record of working with pro- 
viders to fill these as quickly as possible. However, 
some properties have had long running vacancies 
for years with no realistic prospect of them ever 
being filled. 

“We can't keep using council funds to pay for 
properties that aren't being used when there are so 


many other services we need to provide. 

“The policy will help to minimise the problem 
and ensure we make the best use of the accommod- 
ation available." 

A number of changes have been made to the ori- 
ginal policy following the consultation. These 
include: 

* Working even more closely with landlords to 
act earlier to avoid vacancies. 

* Informing tenants of their rights more clearly 
and outlining how they can access advocacy ser- 
vices to help them with any supported housing 
issues if they need to. 

* Working in partnership with housing and care 
providers more fully in developing new arrange- 
ments. 

* To consider access to the local community, such 
as transport links, shops, pubs, libraries and 
employment opportunities, when considering new 
developments. 

County Councillor Gooch added: "This policy is a 
key part of our plans to improve accommodation 
for adults with disabilities."

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Over 75s will have to pay TV licences 


PENSIONERS over 75 in Sefton 
and West Lancashire will have 
to start paying for a TV licence 
after the controversial plan 
was confirmed by the BBC. 

It was revealed on Thursday, 
July 9 that free TV licences for 
most over 75s would be 
scrapped from August 1. 

The proposal was first dis- 
cussed earlier this year, but 
there has been a two-month 
delay because of the 
coronavirus pandemic. Some 


had hoped the BBC would per- 
form a U-turn in light of the 
pandemic, but they are press- 
ing ahead with the plan. 


It means more than three mil- 


lion households will be asked 


to start paying the £157.50 fee. 


Only households where 
someone receives the Pension 
Credit benefit will still be eli- 
gible for a free licence. 

The BBC say the cost of con- 
tinuing to provide free licences 
to all over-75s could have 


reached £1billion a year over 
time with an ageing popula- 
tion, according to the 
corporation. 

Free TV licences for the over- 
75s have been provided by the 
government since 2000, but 
responsibility for the provision 
was passed to the BBC as part 
of its last licence fee settle- 
ment. TV Licensing will write 
to all licence holders aged over 
75 with clear guidance about 
how to pay.

Council backs decision to 
continue free meals for 
pupils during summer

SOME families in West Lancashire will now 
receive free school meal vouchers during the 
school summer holidays - a decision backed by 
Lancashire County Council. 

This follows the launch of the government's 
‘Covid Summer Food Fund’ to support children 
who usually receive benefits-related free school 
meals. 

It comes after Manchester United footballer Mar- 
cus Rashford put pressure on Boris Johnson to 
reverse a controversial decision to scrap the policy. 

The Premier League star raised awareness of the 
government’s stance on social media and it resul- 
ted in a U-turn and a new £120million “Covid 
ies Food Fund” for 1.3 million pupils in Eng- 
and. 

Through the fund, schools can support eligible 
pupils with a £90 voucher to cover the standard 
six-week holiday period, or £105 if the summer 
holiday lasts seven full weeks. 

This is an extension of the Free School Meals 
national voucher scheme and will support children 
who usually receive benefits-related free school 
meals. 

Councillor Phillippa Williamson, cabinet member 
for children, young people and schools, said: “This 
is a really difficult time for many people right now 
but especially so for some families who, through no 
fault of their own, are finding it hard to make ends 
meet. 

“I welcome this news from the government as it 
means that some eligible families will continue to 
receive support whilst the schools are closed for the 
summer. 

"The vouchers will help to alleviate some of the

financial pressures that many families are facing as 
a result of the pandemic. Unfortunately, the sum- 
mer holidays are a time when some children are 
not able to have a healthy and nutritious free 
school meal and so these vouchers are all the more 
important as families continue to move into what 
will be the new normal way of living." 

If a family is eligible for free school meals, their 
school will be in touch with them about the 
voucher scheme. 

Parents who think their family is newly eligible 
should contact their school as soon as possible. 

Vouchers must be ordered by schools through the 
Edenred portal at least one week before the end of 
term and it will be issued to the family within 
seven days unless the school has specified a differ- 
ent distribution date. 

Parents will be issued with an eGift card which 
can be used to buy food at a range of supermarkets. 
Similar to the term-time voucher scheme, the 
vouchers can be used at Aldi, Asda, M&S, McColl’s, 
Morrisons, Sainsbury's, Tesco, Waitrose. Company 
Shop Group and Iceland, including The Food Ware- 
house Stores, have been recently added to the list. 

Schools can also make alternative arrangements 
for a family to use another supermarket, if this is 
necessary.

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Concerns over safety 
of Fiveways Junction 
taken to government 


Confusing road layout and 
reckless driving has helped 
create an ‘accident hotspot’

WEST Lancashire MP Rosie Cooper has taken 
her calls for Fiveways Junction to be given 
safety improvements to the Home Secretary. 

Last week, the Champion reported how MP 
Cooper had urged Lancashire County Council to 
address the issue after claims that a confusing 
road layout and reckless driving at the County 
Road junction was causing it to become an acci- 
dent hotspot. 

After another recent road traffic collision at 
the junction, MP Cooper wrote to both Lan- 
cashire Constabulary and Lancashire County 
Council urging immediate safety improve- 
ments. 

Lancashire Constabulary confirmed to Ms 
Cooper that they were progressing with some 
intervention, but progress had stalled while 
waiting for ‘Home Office Type Approval’. 

She has therefore taken the issue up with 
Home Secretary Priti Patel, seeking urgent

assistance to speed up the process. 

MP Cooper said: “Having received the 
response from Lancashire Constabulary confirm- 
ing to me that they were experiencing a delay in 
receiving Home Office Type Approval for a non- 
invasive solution to safety issues at the Fiveways 
Junction, I immediately wrote to the Home Sec- 
retary asking that she move this on. 

“The police are keen to install a system at this 
junction to deal with offences of excessive speed 
and drivers ignoring the traffic lights, and I 
believe enforcement cameras would serve as a 
helpful deterrent. 

“For too long we have witnessed crash after 
crash, injuries and lives lost at junctions on 
County Road. Enough! I will continue to cam- 
paign for road safety improvements at this 
junction and on this stretch of County Road."

County Councillor Philippa 
Williamson, cabinet member 
for children, young people, 
and schools, said: "The 
coronavirus situation has 
caused disruption to many of 
our services, but we're still tak- 
ing on new foster carers, and 
need their support just as 
much as ever.” 

Foster carers could be asked 
to care for children and young 
people across a wide age 
range, from birth to 18-years- 
old. There's a particular need 
for foster carers who could 
support an older child or teen- 


through the current crisis. 

There is an allowance for 
both new and experienced 
foster carers, who can expect 
to receive between £250 and 
£428 per week for each child 
they care for. 

New foster carers will also 
receive specialised training 
and any necessary support 
from a team of psychologists 
and emotional health workers.

Foster carers need to be over 
21 and have a spare room 
available by the end of the 
assessment process.

Police issue CCTV images 
after trouble in city centre 
marred club celebrations 


CCTV images of 12 men and one woman have 
been issued by police following the mass 
gathering of Liverpool fans at the Pier Head last 
month. 

On Friday, June 26, several thousand people cel- 
ebrated the club winning the Premier League title, 
but there were a number of reported assaults, crim- 
inal damage and drug offences. 

The CCTV pictures show various people who were 
in the area of Victoria Street at around 2.30am on 
Saturday, June 27, following the initial gathering.

Detective Chief Inspector Cheryl Rhodes said: 
“Our dedicated team continues to investigate in 
detail the disgraceful scenes which happened in 
Liverpool city centre. 

“We're looking for a minority of people intent on 
committing crime and anti-social behaviour, whose 


actions marred the good nature of the majority. 

"Extensive enquiries continue and we'll keep issu- 
ing images and appeals to identify suspects and 
witnesses as we work our way through the evid- 
ence available to us. 

"These particular people were in and around Vic- 
toria Street later on in the night after the initial 
Pierhead celebrations. 

“At this location, incidents of disorder occurred, 
during which items were thrown and injuries were 
caused to officers, and damage to vehicles. They 
may have important information to assist us."

Despicable thieves steal 
pathway of slabs from 
historic church grounds 


Report by Tom Martin 


AN HISTORIC church was targeted by low- 
life thieves who stole an entire pathway of 
expensive paving slabs. 

The York stone were laid at Sefton Parish 
Church, located in Sefton Village, near 
Maghull. 

The church is 850 years old and the only 
Grade I listed building in the entire borough. 

Church officials = 52 
were left shocked and 
appalled when they 
discovered that 45 
large stones which 
formed a path around 
the church building, 
had been stolen. It is 
believed the York 
slabs were taken 
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The stolen church slabs and (inset) 
Sefton Parish Church 


overnight, but how 
they were lifted from the ground and transported 
away remains a mystery. 

Locals have speculated that it was a planned 
theft involving at least two people who would 
have needed a large vehicle in order to place the 
heavy stones in. 

Merseyside Police have been informed and 
officers are now investigating the crime. 

A group called Historic England Heritage Crime 
is also urging anyone with information to come 
forward. They work with partners and communit- 
ies to protect England's most historic buildings 
from crime and anti-social behaviour. 

Sefton Parish Church is dedicated to St Helen 
and has been a place of continuous Christian wor- 
ship for more than 850 years. 

The churchyard contains the war graves of 16 


service personnel, ten of World War One and six of 
World War Two. 

People have hit out at those responsible for the 
theft on social media. One person fumed: "This is 
appalling. It must have taken them hours so surely 
someone would have heard something or noticed 
something going on?" 

Another said: “I can't believe anyone would want 
to desecrate something that old and beautiful. 
Absolutely appalling." 

oT another added: “That’s where I was mar- 
ried. 

“This church is so old it’s listed in the doomsday 
book 1066. It’s tragic.”

One of the problems the summer weather brings in 
its wake is a tendency for tall and not-so-tall plants 
to bolt. Just a light sprinkling of rain will do it. One 
minute you've a well ordered garden with border 
plants arranged in descending order from the 
back, the next, and you have an untidy wilderness of 
giants bending under their own weight. Have plenty 
of stakes to hand so you can tie them up before they 
fall down. 


Bedding plants will greatly benefit from a feed 
of weak liquid manure around the middle of the 
month. Hardy annuals will also need attention, 
water, feed and a brisk hoeing will suit them. If 
the weather is dry you will need to water the rock 
garden, vegetable garden and the lawn, and you 
should mulch like mad all over. Leave the grass 
cuttings on the lawn after mowing as this also 
prevents rapid evaporation of moisture. Don't be 
taken in by lots of heavy rain, judge the dampness 
of the weather or otherwise by examining the soil, 
because in summer especially, rain can evaporate 
faster than it takes to soak the ground, even after a 
torrential downpour. 


If you are growing sweet peas avoid feeding them 
during this month. Too rich a soil will result in 
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generous, lush foliage, but comparatively few 
flowers. You will have to clip and prune hedges and 
shrubs to keep them growing in the right way. This 
is the peak month for cuttings. Roses especially 
can be propagated this way and it really is the 
cheapest and easiest way of increasing your stock. 
Of course weeds will also be going great guns and 
they can become a nuisance on crazy paving and 
other pathways. You can use any of the proprietary 
herbicides if you wish, but common salt is cheaper 
and does just as good a job. 


If you are thinking of laying a new lawn, the site 
may be cleared and levelled this month and left to 
air ready for planting next season. On established 
lawns the work of mowing and watering must go 
on. In addition pay particular attention to edges by 
trimming and securing where necessary. Edges 
that have fallen away may be cut back, built up again 
and prepared for re-turfing. Turf should normally be 
laid next month but the odd patch laid now and well 
watered in, should take and do well. The garden in 
full swing in July should be a blaze of colour. Do 
remember however that blooms fade and die, so 
keep dead-heading and, while you are about it, don't 
forget to hoe amongst those weeds, they can be just 
as unsightly.

The new Bronco is inspired by a classic Ford of the 
Sixties. - but there are no plans to sell it here 


Ford missed out on 
two different tricks 
in this week alone! 


FORD is missing a trick this week - in fact, I 
think it's missing two. 

Yesterday — in a build-up that was leaked all 
over the internet to excitable motoring types! — it 
unveiled a new off-roader directly inspired by one 
of its big hits of the Sixties. Yes, I know that’s 
exactly what the Mustang Mach-E purports to do, 
but the new Bronco is a very different beast. 

It’s a big, knobbly off-roader that’s unashamedly 
retro - yet the chaps in Detroit have no plans to 
ship it over here. 

Which, I reckon, is a mistake — sorry, chaps and 
chap-ettes, you can have the new Kuga instead. 
What are you missing? 

Well, it's going to be available in two-door form, 
including as a convertible, or you can spend it a 
bit more and get it as a fully-fledged, five-door 
mudplugger that sort of looks like the new Land 
Rover Defender described to an American over 
the phone. 

It also closely resembles the first-generation 
Bronco (again, not sold here) of more than 50 
years ago, but the tech's rather more up to date. 
Inside there's an 8-inch or 12-inch touchscreen 
infotainment system rigged up to Ford's latest 
tech, and under the skin most of the oily bits are 
shared with the Ranger pick-up truck. There's 
also a toned-down smaller model, the Bronco 
Sport, going on sale early next year too. The 
worst bit? In the States, the base model costs 


$29,995. I know that US cars always cost more 
when they cross the Atlantic, but if you convert 
that price into Her Majesty's English that's about 
the same as a mid-range Skoda Karoq. 

The only thing likely to get any of our American 
friends fired up is the conspicuous absence of a V8 
under the hood - sorry, bonnet - but it does have 
the option of either a 266bhp, 2.3-litre Ecoboost 
engine closely related to the one you used to get 
in the Focus RS, or a 2.7-litre V6 sending 306bhp 
to all four wheels. Ford has also said that some 
point it'll get around to offering it in hybrid form 
too, but I reckon it'd stand a much better chance 
here if they'd just gone all-electric from the off 
and offered a Bronco-E too. Or at the very least, 
gone back to the aforementioned Ranger and 
robbed its excellent
